BAE' s  report,   "The  Dairy  Situation  for  July," 
indicates  that  milk  production  for  the  nation  might  drop  over  a  "billion  pounds 
this  year  under  the  1942  figure.     The  reasons  assigned:  scarcity  of  feed  and 
the  fact  that  demand  has  kept  the  price  for  dairy  products  at  ceiling  levels 
so  that  we  will  not  have  the  usual  fall  and  winter  price  increase  to  encourage 
milk  production. 

There  is  no  cure-all  for  the  feed  s hortage. . .BUT  re  can  do  much  to  help  stretch 
the  supplies  at  hand  iDy  producing  supplemental  feeds  and  by  proper  pasture 
management.

1943-44  School  Lunch  Program;    An  over-all  national  story  on  the  school  lunch 
program  during  the  year  1943-44  will  be  released  early  next  week,  and  will  be 
followed  by  a  drive  to  get  local  organizations,   such  as  school  boards,  child 
care  centers,  Parent- Teacher  Associations,  and  others,  as  sponsors.  The 
buying  of  food  under  the  revised  program  will  be  done  locally  by  the  sponsors 
who  will  be  reimbursed  by  FDA  up  to  specified  amounts  for  the  cost  of  the 
foods  served.
